Andover’s great record in the United 
War Drive held last November has 
again come before the public eye. 
Frederick H. Jones, chairman forthe 
Drive, has received the honor flag for 
this district and the town may well 
be proud to have such a record to show 
her returned soldiers and sailors. 

There were fourteen towns and cities 
inthis district and the honor flag was 
presented to that one which secured the 
largest percentage of over-subscription. 
Andover’s quota was $20,000 and _ the 
total amount of — subscriptions was 
$41,332.46, making the over-subscrip- 
tion 106.66 percent. The percent over- 
subscribed by Groveland, which was 
second to us, was 66.22 and the fol- 
lowing table will show how far ahead 
in our district we stood.

News of Dudley Wolfe, °17, from 
the Phillipian will also interest Andover 
persons: 

“We have received several letters 
previous to this from “Dud” Wolfe, 
and the following tells of his doings in 
the war. 

For some brave volunteer work in the 
Austrian attack of June 14-24, upon the 
third Italian Army on the Piave river, 
at which Wolfe was present, he re- 
ceived the Italian medal for- valour: 
“Al Valour Militaire.” 

The “Legion Etrangere” or Foreign 
Legion, of which “ Dud’? was a mem- 
ber, was present at this battle, and he 
says in a letter ‘...it is hard to tell who 
or what a man is in this outfit. ‘True 
to their name ‘Legion Etrangere,’ 
they are a legion of strangers indeed.’

He also states in his letter that his 
brother, Clifford W. Wolfe, P. A. °14, 
who was formerly an ambulance driver 
in section 14 of the American Field 
Service and later on an ambulance 
driver in the U. S. Army section 632, 
was captured in the big German Drive, 
on July 15, 1918, and was sent to Camp 
Lagensalga, . Thuringen, Germany.

That Curious Word, ‘‘Bolshevik’’ 


ey 

Of all the new words made familiar by 
the developments of the war this is un- 
doubtedly by far the best advertised, 
and yet it has been a stumbling block 
to thousands. The newspapers them- 
selves have tripped over it about as fre- 
quently as the readers. Of the several 
derivatives of ‘“‘bolshe’’ the one that 
has come easily and with prevalent 
accuracy has been ‘‘Bolsheviki.’’ There 
may have been some doubt occasionally 
as to whether the word was singular 
or plural, but in general it has been cor- 
rectly used. On the “ism” that is 
professed by the Bolsheviki, however, 
there has been a great amount of floun- 
dering. We should say from a casual 
observation that “Bolshevikism” has 
appeared in print more frequently than 
“Bolshevism.” 

It is a strange error Lo survive so per- 
sistently, because there has first and 
last been a great amount of patient ex- 
plaining of the matter. The form “iki” 
is the plural of “‘ik,’’ which is the Rus- 
sian termination corresponding to the 
English “ist”. A learned Boston friend 
says that the “‘v”’ is inserted for the sake 
of euphony, which is rather interesting 
because we had always thought it was 
merely a Russian habit. It has seemed 
as if the Russians, and some of the 
other races in Europe, in constructing 
a new word deliberately introduced 
extra consonants just to make things 
more difficult. But we are glad to know 
that there is a logical reason for that 
“v7 Anyway, it makes the word 
easier to pronounce. 

A Bolshevik, if-we want to anglicise 
the word, is a Bolshevist, and it is a 
matter of simple reasoning that the ism 
practiced by a Bolshevist is ‘“Bolshe- 
vism.”’ just as an anarchist is a be- 
liever in the doctrines of anarchism. If 
there is the slightest excuse for saying 
that a Bolshevik practices ‘“Bolshe- 
vikism,’’ then etymological analogy 
would compel us to refer to the -doc- 
trine of anarchists as ‘“‘anarchistism.”’

CHILD DROWNED 


Three-Year-Old William Sparks 
Drowned in Shawsheen River 
Sunday Morning 


A tragic accident occurred at about 
11.45 o’clock Sunday morning, when 
the little three-year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. William H. Sparks of No. Main 
street, was drowned in the Shawsheen 
river. 

The child and his sister, Margaret, 
who is five years old, were waiting for 
their father to come to play with them. 
They called to him from the yard and 


then in less than three minutes, the 


little boy had run down to the water 
and was drowned. Margaret saw him 
fall over the bank and cried to her 
mother, who instantly ran down there, 
but the current was swift and they did 
not see any sign of the body. Chief 
of police Smith was called on the 
telephone, but not until after four 
o’clock did they -get boat, grappling 
irons and net with which to work. 

A diver was procured who is working 
every day but no sign of the body has 
yet been discovered. 

Mr, Sparks is chauffeur for W. M. 
Lamont and both he and Mrs. Sparks 
have many friends in town, who extend 
their sympathy at this sad accident. 


Twenty-five Classes in Mathematics 


Since the establishment of the De- 
partment of University Extension in 
1916, there have been 17,094 students 
enrolled. Of this number 6,122 are 
correspondence students. The others 
received instruction in classes or in 
correspondence study groups. The total 
enrollment has increased more than 
10,000 during the present school year. 
Practically all of these recent enroll- 
ments are on the active list,and many 
will, eventually, receive certificates. 
This has been accomplished in a year 
when educational, as well as other 
conditions, have been far from normal, 
— when a relatively large number of the 
students were necessarily *inactive on 
account of war service, Red Cross work, 
and the influenza epidemic. 

Over 125 courses are given by. cor- 
respondence, and nearly as many are 
offered by the class method. Among 
the correspondence students the practi- 
cal subjects have the largest enroll- 
ment, Practical Mathematics heads 
the list with 658 Students, only three of 
whom are women. Elementary English 
is a close second with 618 enrolled, 301 
of whom are women. Bookkeeping and 
Mechanical Drawing come next’ in 
popularity, while Commercial Spanish is 
the most studied of any language work 
given by correspondence. This De- 
partment is meeting enormoys demands 
for courses in Conversational French and 
Spanish, More than 2,500 students are 
enrolled in these conversational classes 
in the various cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth, . In Springfield alone, 
more than 500 students are enrolled in 
such classes. 

That the great probiem of the edu- 
cation of the immigrant is felt by 
teachers and other public-spirited per- 
sons throughout the State is shown by 
the enrollments in the classes in Meth- 
‘ods of Teaching English to Immigrants, 
in which the enrollment is 1,182. Many 
of the students who have completed 
this course are now directly engaged in 
teaching the immigrants, either in their 
homes, in night schools, or in special 
classes, 

Twenty-five different classes in Prac- 
tical Mathematics are being given. 
Some of these classes are conducted to 
give special mathematical training for 
telephone men, navy yard and arsenal 
employees, and others engaged in manu- 
facturing plants. The membership of 
some of these classes includes both men 
and women employed in industries. 
Two other interesting courses in mathe- 
matics given in classes are the ones in 
Slide Rule and preparation for the 
Lowell Institute classes for industrial 
foremen. 

For educational work in the United 
States Army of Occupation in France 
and Germany the regular courses of the 
Department have been selected as 
especially suitable. About 100,000 
copies of correspondence lesson assign- 
ments have been printed without ex- 
pense to the State, for this purpose. 
The Commonwealth may well take 
pride in having ils courses selected for 
this important work among the soldiers 
abroad.

“Dave Martin was a “Y”"? man with 
the 9th, the Regiment called by some 
the ‘Foreign Legion’ because there 
were so many different nationalities in 
its roster. Dave is one of the finest 
chaps that ever lived and he. worked 
practically all the time, day and night. 
As for the doughboy in this particular 
story, I size him up as just an average 
American, who naturally expects, a 
cigar store; pool room, movie show, ice 
cream parlor, shooting gallery, and his 
best girl wherever two streets come 
together. 

“Dave had been on the job with his 
camionette (camionette, by the way, is 
just French for the small Ford trucks 
the “Y" used in such quantities to 
carry good things to the boys at the 
front), from early morning until about 
two the following a. m. He had dis- 
tributed all of his stuff and, com- 
pletely worn out, had dropped down by 
the side of the road for a short snooze. 
He had no sooner struck dreamland 
than someone tapped him roughly on 
the shoulder. 

‘“‘T wanta ten centa da fig”’ said a vgice 
out of the gloom. 

‘Sorry, but I haven't got a fig left,’ 
replied Dave, rubbing his eyes. 

‘Ten centa da cake?’ 

‘Sorry again, no cake either.’ 

‘A couple banan?’ and Dave could 
begin to hear the ‘it’s all wrong’ note 
creeping into the man’s voice.

and you go to every man and raise his 
tax up, and then let us seeyyougaise that 
amount if you can. Let them go to 
those bond-holders who cut off their 
coupons, if you want to raise this 
$1,800,000, and pass it over to the Board 
today. Get a move on your assessors; 
that’s their care.” 

Mr. Baldwin: ‘These remarks re- 
mind me of a saying that is attributed to 
Josh Billings: ‘It is better not to know 
so much than to know so many things 
that ain’t so.’ 

“Speaking of the assets of the town I 
think perhaps the previous speaker has 
overlooked the fact that the town does 
have a few assets. We have in town 
property $1,232,589.28 that is a part of 
what he is trying to raise. We also have 
in assets in left-over taxes $46,337.51. 
Although it comes in here very nicely, 
the statement that we owe $355,000 is 
true; nevertheless, there are some assets 
amounting to $149,000, leaving the net 
debt of the town $205,693. The town 
property is not taken into account at all. 
Apparently to this gentleman the town 
property is not worth anything, and yet 
the very money that he is trying to raise 
is right there in the town property. 
“Now, speaking of the matter of rais- 
ing this money, I cannot believ€ that we 
are to be bound and tied down by what 
a real estate investor may say or do. I 
cannot believe that the people of Abbott 
Village, if they need some good streets 
or good sidewalks in that section, should 
feel that they cannot go to the Board of 
Public Works and find the money avail- 
able and get them. ‘The same is true of 
West Andover, and the South District, 
and Ballardvale. These people are en- 
titled to a good road so that if they take 
a stranger over that road they will not 
have to bounce him three or four feet in 
the air after leaving the state road, I 
want a man to be able to come to the 
Board, and if we have funds available, 
do something for him.” 

Mr. Cole: “I am going to make an 
amendment to‘the motion for that ap- 
propriation.. | cannot help saying that 
1 think that two things are pretty firmly 
impressed upon this meeting. One is 
the sincerity of the first speaker on this 
motion, who I believe has contributed 
to the knowledge the town has on public 
matters, in a marked degree; but I am 
constrained to say that both speakers 
have succeeded in mixing up bases of 
taxation more suceessfully than I have 
ever heard these two things mixed up in 
any town meeting. The $1,800,000, a 
portion of which is referred to-by the 
member of the Board of Publie Works 
as consisting of town property, certainly 
cannot be used as a basis for raising 
taxes. Mr. Frost’s statement relative 
to securing $1,800,0C0 and he contribut- 
n g $400 of it, again, seriously mixes up 
the rate of taxes and money that is se- 
cured on tangible property as a basis for 
taxes, and so gets us entirely away from 
his problem. Now I think he has done 
a marked service to this town inbringing 
our attention to this situation where we 
find the town getting into pretty serious 
ways from the amount of its debt, and 
the ease with which it appropriates 
money;-and because I believe we should 
pull in a little, I wish to make a motion. 
I believe we should approve the special 
appropriations asked for by the Board 
of Public Works, and approving those 
then-have a total figure of costs fot*this 
Public Works department at least 
$15,000 less than the amount recom- 
mended; and I move you, Mr. Modera- 
tor, to amend the motion to appropriate 
$50,000, to read $35,000, suggesting 
that $20,000 of that be expended on 
maintenance of highways and $15,000 
in constructing new highways.” 

Mr. Rogers: ‘I desire to say a few 
words regarding the Board of Public 
Works. Six years ago the Finance 
Board was organized. We have given 
our best service free of compensation, 
and we have done the very best we 
could. We go over these streets a good 
many times, but we are here as your 
servants, and you are the men who are 
going to pass on your appropriations. 
Six years ago our men in the highways 
were working fifty-four hours a week, 
and only receiving $12. To compare the 
prices for the work, what is the condi- 
tion today? Forty-eight hours a week 
and men are receiving $21 a week. We 
are paying 15 cents a gallon for oil. The 
teams are $7.20 instead of $6.00. We 
are paying $1.37 for stone instead of 80 
cents, and we are paying 80 cents for 
freight instead of 45 cents. And every- 
thing is the same; but we come before 
you and get your best judgment, and 
then we do everything which we think is 
right for the town of Andover. We have 
been accused of being $355,000 in debt. 
That is not true. I ask you to turn to 
your Town Report. You will find the 
figure only $205,000, and my friend does 
not tell the assets, not at all. Now that 
is the whole story. If you have any con- 
fidence in your Board, let us have the 
$50,000 and get to work. If you have 
not any confidence in the Board, lock 
the door and let us go home.” 

Mr. Eames: ‘‘As a member of the 
Finance Committee who did not vote 
with the majority, I think perhaps you 
are entitled to know the reasons which 
led me to act as I did. Your Finance 
Committee were unanimous in the 
opinion that large sums of money must 
be spent each year to keep in repair and 
good condition the many miles of 
streets that we have. The only question 
upon which there was any difference of 
opinion was the amount of money that it 
was advisable to recommend for the 
current year. Knowing as I did, the 
many calls that have been made upon 
each and every one of you during the 
past year, and knowing the magnificent 
manner in which vou have responded to 
thateall, and believing that you would be 
called upon still further the coming year, I 
for one, did not feel like increasing your 
tux bills to any great extent. The pur- 
pose is good. I have for myself perfect 


confidence in the Board of Public 


So 


Works; I think they have done good 
work. The only question for you to 
decide today is how deep you want to 
dig down in your pockets. The sum of 
$25,000 for new work is recommended 
in this appropriation, and I based my 
opiniop, on this by taking into account 
what'Was coming later on, and I think 
I may be excused for referring to it, that 
is the $7500 for the new work at Abbott 
Village bridge, which is a good proposi- 
tion, and then the $7500 recommended 
for Lowell Street. Since that recom- 
mendation was made I have received a 
letter saying that they would not allow 
but $5000 from the State. That would 
make a total of $47,500 available to be 
spent for absolutely new work upon the 
streets of Andover, and $25,000 for 
maintenance, making a total of $72,500 
to be expended upon your streets for the 
current year, $12,500 more than you are 
using to educate your children. It will 
be said that the town does not pay all of 
this. That is true, but we have to pay 
by direct taxation out of this amount 
$59,125, and pay our proportional part 
of the $13,305 which comes from the 
State and County, because you can’t get 
something for nothing, and the State 
and County have got to get that money 
and you pay your proportional part; but 
we have got to raise $59,125 by direct 
taxation which means over $7000 on 
your tax rate. As I stated before, it is 
entirely up to you now how far you want 
to go. 

I believe,’ as one who has a deep 
interest in everything that pertains to 
the welfare of Andover, that if we raise 
our tax rate too much we are acting 
against the best interests of our town. 
We shall not offer inducements for 
people to come here and make it their 
permanent, home, and I certainly hope 
that we shall adopt the motion as made 
by Mr. Cole, so that this appropriation 
will not increase. 

“T think that our friend Mr. Frost 
has been a little misled about the valua- 
tion of the town. He did not seem to 
realize that the State is acting as a trus- 
tee of the town in collecting a tax on 
intangibles. In 1916 when this new tax 
law went into effect, probably but few of 
you realize that’ we were assessing our 
intangibles and incomes. $1,600,000 in 
value. We received from the State in 
1917, which was the first year, upon the 
intangibles $31,111, and in 1918 $27,580, 
That was caused by a change of a single 
word in the acts of the Legislature, and 
during the past year of 1918 they passed 
another law which renders the amount 
that we shall receive entirely guesswork. 
I was very much troubled about that, so 
I went to the State House to see if I was 
wrong. As I figured it out, we were 
going to receive $16,170, and I found 
that f was pretty nearly right. 

“Under the old law by which’ we re- 
ceived in 1918 $27,000, if we take the 
difference between the valuation of 1916 
and 1918, by the 1916 tax rate that is 
what, we receive. But under the new 
law they take an average of 1915 and 
1916 and the average for the 1917 and 
1918 taxes, and that is going to be what 
you would receive. Where you had a 
high tax rate in 1917 and 1918, it made 
your receipts a good deal less than if you 
had a low tax rate. After they have 
paid for city and town they will dis- 
tribute the remainder for the State tax. 
But I cannot see where this year we are 
going to get within six or seven thousand 
as much as we had last vear, because 
part of it came from the 1917 taxes. | 
have stated these things that you might 
know clearly the reasons which led me 
to form the opinion that I did. It is 
entirely up to you, but as a selectman | 
could not fail to tell you.” 

Mr. Baldwin: “I don’t want to say a 
word that is not right, because the chair- 
man of the Board knows more than I 
do about these matters, but I don’t 
understand the matter of the State In- 
come tax just exactly «as he does. To 
go back some two or three years, I think 
the chairman made the statement that 
we were to receive from the State con- 
siderably less, possibly, than we had been 
receiving in 1917. If I remember 
rightly, that is fixed something like 
$22,000 or $23,000. In 1917 we went 
over the mark. In 1918, the statement 
as regards the low amount guaranteed 
is correct. I determined from my own 
inquiry that the return guaranteed was 
only $17,980, but that is merely the first 
payment. Now as these income taxes 
are collected, an additional amount 
comes to the town, and this last year 
there was an excess Over and above the 
guarantee that came to the town of 
$9200, which brought it up to the 
$27,000 figure. The taxes from last 
year are not all collected as yet, and 
there is still a litle more perhaps coming 
to the town. The income tax does not 
look to me to be such a deplorable loss. 
We should realize considerably more 
from the State collection than from the 
collection of the town.” 

Mr. Eames: “That last statement 
made by our friend is, I think, not based 
upon_absolute knowledge. In the last 
year that the town assessed under the 
old law (and I do not want to be under- 
stood as in favor of the law, as the 
present law is just and proper) we had 
$1,600,000 at that time and I do not 
think there is any less income than in 
1916. At the same rate we should have 
had $36,000 last year.” 

Thomas E. Rhodes: “The gentleman 
has just said that we cannot get some- 
thing for nothing. That is the secret of 
your increased appropriations over 1913, 
which one of our citizens wants to com- 
pare. Now let us go at the cause of this 
whole business. Let us get the people 
to know the cost of these appropriations, 
and see who is responsible for this in- 
crease. We know that a dollar repre- 
sented a unit of value in i913, a certain 
purchasing power or utility. Today 
that same dollar means what to us? 
Does it mean more than 50 cents? In 
1913 a mile of macadam road had a 
certain service, utility and value. Take 
$1000 a mile for an 18-foot road—what 
is the value of that road today? You 
cannot build it under $2000. Now the 
appropriation of 1913, though it may be 


half the appropriation of today, does not 
represent any more utility, any more 
service to Andover, than twice the 
amount it has today. Now since we 
started on Lowell street, the first piece 
built cost us $1.07 a square yard. The 
next year it cost $1.36 a square yard; the 
next year it cost us $1.62 a square yard; 
and last year it cost us $2.34 a square 
yard. Now, gentlemen, can we build 
roads on the same appropriation as we | 
did four or five years ago? The in- 
creased appropriation does not cover 
the increased cost. We have got the 
appropriations down as low as we 
possibly can and give you something for 


it. Just giving $10,000 is not sufficient. 
What can we build on $10,000? We 
cannot rebuild Main Street for that 
$10,000, We cannot do anything with 
$10,000 on construction. 

“Now as regards this appropriation, 
you will see for yourself the increased 
cost of doing the work. Wee all know in 
our households what We are paying in 
the last six or seven years. In 1913 a 
barrel of flour represented so much 
utility, so much nourishment. Today 
that same barrel of flour does the same 
thing, but the cost in 1917 was one price 
and: today another price which is 
double. Would you be satisfied with a 
half-barrel? Can you starve yourself? 
Now, gentlemen, that is one side of the 
question. ‘There is another side. Is it 
not true that the general income of the 
country has also increased? Is it not 
true that the ability to pay has also im- 
proved? The Man who pays double 
what he paid in 1913 has had corre- 
sponding raises of wages in order to meet 
that increase. Is it not that we are get- 
ting more chance to meet these increases 
if our incomes are becoming larger? 

“Another point—with the increased 
wages in constructive industries, with 
the increased cost of materials in all this 
constructive industry, there goes also an 
increased value in the things that are 
constructed. Therefore, these things 
have increased in value. Your assessed 
value means about the same as seven 
years ago. That may be so, but is your 
real estate as low in value as it wag seven 
years ago? Nobody will sell his real 
estate. Our-tax rate.is high because 
we.are under-valued. Our valuation 
does not kéep pace with the rising values 
everywhere else. There is the cause of 
this whole thing. Are you going to 
starve yourself just because cf the price? 
It is just as necessary thatthe town 
live healthy as it is for us tc renew our- 
sclves with our own body and soul. One 
thousand dollars will build very little 
road today, and we are not asking rela- 
tively any more than we asked for our 
department in 1914; relatively it is no 
more. Weare not trying to build up on 
ideals or anything of that kind. 

“Another point—the previous speaker 
spoke about $7500 for the bridge. Well, 
we have already appropriated $2500 of 
that last year. This year it is necessary 
to add $1600 and the county pays the 
rest, 45%. We pay 55% on the con- 
struction of that bridge. It is not true 
that we are asking for $7500 this year, 
so that article is not quite as big as it 
looks. As regards the Lowell Street 
highway, we are only asking $5000. 
Just look at this thing in the relation of 
cause and effect. The Board of Public 
Works have done 2s much as they could, 
They give you all they can for the 
money. If you give us only $35,000 for 
new roads, what is the result? Your 
roads will actually go back, and what 
will be the trouble with the Board of 
Public Works? One here and one there 
will complain that they want their side- 
walk and they want this thing and that 
thing. We are being continually ap- 
proached from one end of the year to 
the other with complaints of our high- 
ways. 

“The previous speaker spoke of con- 
tributing to a good many things last 
year. That is true, but the war is now 
over, and we haven't got to contribute 
to those things this year. The war is 
over, and so let us go to work and put 
some of that enthusiasm in our town 
that we put in our government affairs.” 

Charles W. Clark: ‘There is one 
feature of this thing that we have not 
spoken of, and that is, if every sum of 
money recommended by the Finance 
Committee is appropriated by the town, 
our tax rate will probably be in the 
vicinity of $25.50 per thousand. I don’t 
think that is in the least the fault of any 
of us here. We don’t question the good 
intentions of the Board of Public Works. 


We believe they have the interests of the | 


town of Andover at heart. The whole 
question is as to the policy of the town 
in carrying on its business. 

“IT believe the motion now before the 
meeting, that the sum of $35,000 be 
given to the Board of Public Works 
under this article, should be passed at 
this meeting, and I do believe that if 
that sum is passed the Board of Public 
Works will do their duty to the town and 
see that that money is wisely spent, and 
the interests of Andover looked after 
just as well as.they possibly can be in 
their judgment. I hope, Mr. Modera- 
tor, that the motion will prevail that 
$35,000 be appropriated.” 

Mr. Cole: “I do not know whether or 
not the chairman of the Board of Public 
Works meant to be a little personal, but 
I have had it thrown up many times 
that I have a fine highway in front ‘of 
my house. He could not have meant 
Mr. Frost, because he has the rottenest 
road in town in front of his house, so he 
must have meant mine. Do not mis- 
understand the situation. I paid every 
dollar to make my highway as it js, 
when it was exactly.as Mr. Frost’s is 
today, and the Board of Public Works 
will have to acknowledge that this is so. 
So let us forget my highway right off, 

“The other member of the Public 
Works department tells us that the war 
is over. The war is over, and seventeen 
billions of dollars are coming back on 
you and all the other tax payers of these 
United States, and you have got to 
settle. Is there any better key to the 
action of this meeting than that action 
by the State Highway Commission 
which says because of conditions this 
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year we cannot give you $7560 on Lowell 
Street zs originally intended but must 
cut you to $5000? They can’t build any 


| more highway for that money than the 


town can for its money. There is no 
better key, my friends, than that. 

““My own Board is before the Legis- 
lature this very day with a request for 
$2,450,000 on essentials to improve the 
commerce and develop the transporta- 
tion interests of this State, and the wis- 
dom of that body says the State cannot 
afford it, much as they believe the pro- 
jects are sound, but the State cannot 
afford it and will allow us only 
$1,200,000. That is all we get for those 
great projects associated with the entire 
commerce of Massachusetts.. 

“‘Our friend here has. said that the 
cost to the town under this present 
proposition would be $23.50 or $25.50. 
I cannot figure it less than $24.50 to 
$26.50. I don’t want to see this $15,000 
cut, down; | would like to use $100,000 
and make every highway in the town as 
fine as Central Street and School 
Street, but we can’t afford it, because 
even if the war is over, the job of paying 
the bill is still up to the American people. 
I would like to see this $15,000 cut out 
of this total and hold the tax rate at a 
figure that we can face, where it is not 
an excessive burden on all of us who 
must pay these taxes. Don’t think that 
it is always the fellow who owns who 
pays taxes; it is the ullimate consumer 
who must pay. So I want to see this 
$2.00 come off the tax rate for this 
reason,” 


Mr. Rogers: “In the first place | 
want to acknowledge that Mr. Cole did 
pay for his highway. That part of it is 
all right. Two years ago they allowed 
us $26,000; all together we had some- 
thing like $44,000. Last year it was 
$25,000 for maintenance and not a cent 
for new work. We don’t want to waste 
your money, but we all want to see good 
roads, and whether you give us $5000 or 
$10,000, we will do the very best we can 
with it. We have looked over this 
thing and we have come to the conclu- 
sion that $25,000 is the least we can 
possible get along with to do any kind of 
work with the prices as they are. | 
adhere to the motion ef $50,000, $25,000 
for maintenance and $25,000 for new 
work, That is the motion that 1 trust 
will prevail. ‘Some of you appeal to 
prudence and that word has_ been 
spoken a good many times, but I appeal 
to your good common sense.” 

Mr. Traynor: ‘I hope that motion 
will prevail. I hope this town won’t be 
carried away by lectures about billions 
of dollars. I know what these men in 
the Public Works have done; I have 
beeh with them. They are men.” | 
know they will do justice, and IL know 


they are talking for the benefit-of the © 


town. 
vail.” 

William Shaw: “This subject arouses 
a great deal ‘of interest. I have read 
the communications to our town paper, 
and I think I have heard almost every- 
thing except what I would like to hear, 
what I think is absolutely pertinent to 
the question that we are discussing. 

“T have seen a famous Indian juggler 
who throws a rope into the air and then 
has a man climb it, but he was no artist 
compared to the kind of juggling we 
have had here with the figures in our 
town meeting. I want to begin where 
one speaker left off, and ask that we 
consider the matter with a little common 
sense and see where we stand in this 
proposition. I don’t like the way they 
come to us with their requests for 
money. I respect them as men. They 
receive the smallest wages—I was 
amazed when told that they receive 
nothing. They have earned their wages. 
that is sure.. They come to us and 
talk to us about $50,000, and yel 
they have been the only critics of their 
own work. I appeal to you if that is nol 
so. No other citizen has reflected on the 
work that the Board has done except 
themselves. One member has said that 
the automobilist endangers his immor- 
tal soul when he is bumped around on 
our roads—they go two or three feet in 
the air and then they go so low that they 
cannot get down any farther. 

“What was done with the $25,000 
last year, if that is the condition of our 
streets? If it was spent for mainten- 
ance, just to keep a decent top or sur- 
face on the streets already built, what 
has happened to it? If they have not 
criticised themselves, they have said 
that the streets are in a deplorable con- 
dition. That is their statement, and I 
don’t believe it. They ask for $25,000 
for new construction, and they imply 
that that is all that they want for new 
construction. What is Article 5 but 
new construction in our town warrant 
ior widening the Essex Street bridge? 
This Board has charge of the town work, 
and why is not that new construction? 
Why is not the Lowell Street work in- 
cluded in new construction? To me it 
is not anything if it is not new construc: 
tion. Article7 refunds money to a man 
for construction, because the man con- 
structed it himself. It is new construc 
tion. The $35,000 to repair and put in 
condition for travel the Bailey Road is 
new construction; it is the building of a 
road. That is all outside of the $25,000 
that they are asking for new construc: 
tion, and I don’t like that kind of 
camouflage. I don’t want to vote for 
one thing thinking it covers the whole 
provision, and then find new things that 
have to be considered in connection 
with the same proposition. 

“T wonder if any citizen knows how 
many miles of road we have in Andover. 
There are 175 miles of road in the town 
of Andover. I should like to have a 
community meeting some time where 
the fundamentals could be talked over, 
and I would like to know how many 
miles of that 175 the Board of Public 
Works thinks ought to be built in 
modern construction. I will ask now 
how many miles they think ought to be 
built in the modern way?” 

Mr. Rogers: “I think T should sa) 
that I would build every mile there Was 
if I had the money.” ; 

Mr. Shaw: “Take the 175 miles of 


I hope that motion will pre- 
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modern construction—what does it cost 
at the present-day to buiid a mile of 
road?” " 

Superintendent Cole: “* Twenty thou- 
s ind dollars.”’ 

Mr. Shaw: ‘What is the life of a 
modern road?” 

Supt. Cole: “It depends whether it is 
used for carriage driving or neavy 
trucks.” 

\tr. Shaw: “I do not know any more 
now than I did before. What would be 
the average life for a road of the con- 
struction covered by the cost of 
$2,000?” 

Supt. Cole: ‘The average life would 
be twelve to fifteen years if properly 
taken care of.” 

Mr. Shaw: ‘“‘What would be the 
average cost of maintenance per mile?” 

Supt. Cole: ‘‘Somewhere around two 
or two and a half cents per square yard 
per year.” 

Mr. Shaw: ‘‘Can the chairman tell us 
what this means a mile?” 

Mr. Rogers: “IT am not sure. 
short on figures.” 

Mr. Shaw: “That is the point; we are 
all long on reflections but we are short 
on actual figures. Figures do not lie, 
although it is sometimes said that liars 
figure. If | can get them I want figures. 
Ilow much money I want to vote, and 
whether we can afford this kind of roads, 
all depends on these figures for the town 
of Andover. I have no auto myself, but 
once ina while some careful driver takes 
me out, and whenever we come to a well- 
crowned gravel road he will say ‘Here 
is the best road we have been on today.’ 
| would like to ask the Board of Public 
Works through the Moderator what the 
comparative cost is for maintaining a 
well-crowned gravel road, and one of 
these $20,000-a-mile roads.” 

Supt. Cole: “I don’t think we have a 
mile of good gravel road in Andover. 
The cost, if it is covered with tar or oil, 
would not be any more.” 

Mr. Rhodes: ‘‘The maintenance of a 
gravel road ‘compared with a tar road 
is greater, and in no time in its twenty 
years of life is a gravel road equal to a 
macadam road, meaning roads that 
have the same usage in twenty years’ 
time.” 

Mr. Shaw: “I would like to ask now 
if the Board of Public Works has.a plan 
for the expenditure of the $25,0Q0 that 
they ask for, for new construction, apart 
from these specific articles in the 
warrant.” 

Mr. Rogers: ‘I cannot tell you.” 

Mr. Rhodes: ‘‘It goes a very little 
way in new construction. An amount 
like $20,000 on an 18-foot road would 
nol be sufficient to build it very far. 
When we decided where we are going to 
build the road, our policy is to do the 
thing that will look after the best in- 
terests of the town of Andover. Main 
Street is one of the necessities. Now 
to put that in shape and make a new 
road on Main Street from the Square to 
the top of the hill would probably take 
$20,000. The other $5000 can.easily be 
spefit_on some other road. Now as far 
as Lowell Street is concerned, we are 
workipg under -a special Act of Legis- 
lation ind we have to make that special 
appropriation for it.” 

Moderator: “In the Repatt of the 
Highway Department on pages 10 and 
11 you will find considerable detail 
given to answer your questions.” 

Mr. Shaw: ‘‘I am opposed to the ex- 
cessive amount which I think has been 
asked for by the Board of Public Works, 
because the burden of that will rest 
upon the men who can least afford to 
bear it. Reflections have been made on 
real estate speculators. Suggestions 
have been made regarding gentlemen 
who bought property and had water 
brought in, but he paid the price that 
that kind of land sells for, and those 
conveniences were a part of that price. 
He could have gone out beyond our 
water system and bought land very 
much cheaper. I don’t like these re- 
reflections upon a man who invests his 
money. Every man has to live on land, 
and you are the men that have got to 
pay those bills. Take $4000 and put it 
into a house, and what do you have to 
pay on it?) You have got to pay at the 
$20 rate, $80. Another man has $4000 
more to invest. He can put it into 
Massachusetts securities and pay ab- 
solutely nothing on that second $4000. 
He is better able to pay it, but he doesn’t 
do it. He can put it into bonds and he 
gels 6 per cent income from that 
Invested $4000. That was a very in- 
genious statement on the part of one 
member of the Board of Public Works, 
that the Board is not asking anything 
but what would be taken care of by what 
comes in from the State. Should they 
spend that, and then the real estate 
owners of the town bear all the other 
expenses of all the other departments of 
our town? T hope the smaller sum asked 
for will be appropriated.” 

Supt. Cole: ‘In answer to the last 
Speaker's question in regard to the 
Money used for maintenance by the 
Board of Public Works, if you will look 
at the last page of the Town Report you 
will see the total expenditures, and learn 
where the highway money was spent. 
Some of you probably think all the 
money is spend on building roads. In 
the February 28th Townsman, reference 
Is made to the fact that there was spent 
in the Highway Department $220,000 in 
the last six years. How many in this hall 
really know what that money was spent 
for? Not twenty-five in the hall could 
tell you how it was spent. The money 
Was spent under the Board of Public 
Works, but in this way. You really 
Spent on your highway, maintaining as 
well as building new, $162,000. You 
Spent on sidewalks and curbing and little 
things that were needed $19,169. You 
Spent on removal of snow and a few little 
miscellaneous things (anybody can see 


I am 


new ones. The Abbott Village work will 
be done with the town and county shar- 
ing, the town 55 per cent and the county 
45 per cent. I think the chairman will 
vouch for it, it is to be done by vote at 
town meeting. Also the Lowell Street 
construction. Late last fall Mr. Pills- 
bury, who has charge of the Essex 
County Division of the Massachusetts 
Highway Commission, rode over the 
road and said, ‘What ashame that this 
job cannot be completed’; and Mr. 
Delano said the same. I talked it over 
with my Board and they endorsed my 
request for $7500. Mr. Poor of the 
County Commissioners promised us 
$7500, but I have a letter in my posses- 
sion addressed to the Board of Public 
Works (reads from letter). 

“In regard to maintenance, I don’t 
want to see the tax rate go up. I ama 
tax payer and all the members of the 
Board of Public Works are tax payers, 
But take roads out in your side streets 
for example; you haven’t got a gravel 
road that you can drive over. Last year 
your roads were not scraped very much. 
We are trying to patch them up with 
cinders. That $20,000 will not take care 
of your old roads.” 

Mr. Povo: “Talking about — this 
bridge and this $7500. I guess youhad 
better give it to our Board. Last year 
I spoke to you about the danger of get- 
ting killed down there, and now that 
lady was killed. I warned you last year. 
If those people hadn’t been stopped 
(and I won't call the name who stopped 
them), and had sued the town they 
could have got $5000 just as easy as one 
cent. You understand what you are 
doing this year if you don’t build that 
bridge. It will be as bad as the man 
that sued the town and got $600. You 
can’t get clear of it. It is high time for 
us to take that up and vote that $7500 
and let them build that bridge.” 

Supt Cole: ‘“‘Do I understand that 


Lthe amendment to the motion was 


$20,000 for maintenance, and $15,000 
for construction?” 

Moderator: ‘‘The original motion 
read $50,000, $25,000 for maintenance 
and $25,000 for new work. The amend- 
ed motion was $35,000, $20,000 for 
maintenance and $15,000 for new work.” 

Mr. Rogers: ‘“‘J think that my friend 
from Ballardvale does not understand 
the situation, because he wanted us to 
lump this thing all together. We could 
not*do that. Those appropriations are 
according to a special Act. The same is 
true of the bridge, therefore we cannot 
lump it all together.” 

Mr. Shaw: “I asked them when they 
were stating their case to include all the 
new construction, whether it was under 
a special article, or in general, and not 
implying that they were only asking for 
$25,000. for new. construction, when in 
reality they Were asking for $45,000 for 
new construction.” 

Mr. Rogers: ‘* We could not take up 
the matter of Lowell Street until town 
meeting, and. the same is true of the 
bridge. We could not take up all these 


matters at one timé. We can vote that 


when we come to it.” 

Moderator: ‘I think the chairman of 
the committee will rest assured that the 
voters understand that these appro- 
priations have to be made separately. 
The question is on the amendment, 
whether the motion shall be amended so 
as to read $35,000.” 

Mr. Frost: ‘I would like to ask, sir, 
whether $20,000 would keep the roads in 
repair. 1 think it quite unfair to limit 
our Board of Public Works to $20,000. 
My proposition has been from the first 
that we keep the roads which we already 
have, in excellent repair, and that we do 
no new construction, I think we have 
a fine superintendent, and I have never 
heard him criticised, for he has done 
splendid work, and I think we can trust 
him, but let us keep our present roads in 
good repair and excellent condition. I 
will pay my part of the tax.” 

Supt. Cole: ‘‘I thank the last gentle- 
man. In this last year we have spent 
$25,000 on nraintenance alone; $20,000 
will not do the work that we did with 
$25,000. It will not take care of the 
streets that we have got built, and do 
anything on the outskirts.” 

John N. Cole: “I did not mean to 
have it included in that way in my 
motion, and if it is better to put it so 
that the amount appropriated will be 
$35,000, with as much of that sum as 
may be necessary to be spent for main- 
tenance and the balance for new work, 
I will modify it. I would like to change 
my motion to that form, with no restric- 
tion placed on amount for mainten- 
ance.” 

Moderator: ‘* Will you accept the sec- 
ond form instead of the first?”

Article 4.—To see if the town will vote to change 
Article V, Sec. 1, of the By-Laws, to read as follows 

Section 1, All articles in any warrant in- 
volving the expenditure, appropriation, raising 
and borrowing of money, including all neces- 
sary ‘current expenses and all special appro- 
priations of any sort whatsoever shall be 
referred to and considered by a ‘‘ Finance Com- 
mittee". This committee shall be constituted 
as follows: 

Seven voters to be appointed by the Mod- 
erator upon the first day of the annual Town 
Meeting, none of whom shall hold any town 
office. This committee shall have power to 
fill vacancies that occur in their number 
during their term of office and shall continue 
in office for one year and until their successors 
are chosen, by petition of Barnett Rogers and 
others. 


Voted to change By-Laws. 


Article 5.—To see if the town will authorize the 
expenditure of a sum not exceeding $7500, for 
widening Essex Street Bridge over Shawsheen 
River, according to plans prepared and submitted 
by the Essex County Engineer, provided the 
County assumés, as agreed, 45% of the cost, on 
petition of the Board of Public Works. 

Mr. Rhodes: “Some might think 
from this article that we were to raise 
$7500. It is not so. Last year we ap- 
propriated $2500 for this purpose, and 
we started to get specifications, etc., and 
bids were called for, but there were no 
bidders, and finally, after things had 
gone so long a man put up a proposition 
to us and of course we took it up, but 
the county is to pay 45 per cent, and 
$7500 will cover it. We have already 
got $2500 for that purpose, therefore all 
is required to be raised by taxation on 
that is $1625 to make our proposal. In 
approving this article it means that you 
are only appropriating $1625; $4125 is 
the amount that we pay, but we have 
$2500 already in the treasury; $1625 is 
all that it is necessary to raise by taxa- 
tion this year.” 

Moderator: “The appropriations are 
regularly made by vote, if unexpended 
in thetreasury. If you don’t get hold 
of it now you may lose it.” 

Voted to appropriate $4125. 

Mr. Frost: “I think you hardly give 
us time to be courteous.” , 

Moderator: ‘“Discourtesy was the 
last thing that occurred to us. If there 
is something you wish to say on this sub- 
ject we will have the vote reconsidered.” 

Mr. Frost: “I really don’t wish to 
impose upon good-nature, but I think 
perhaps more than any other man out- 
side of this Board I have taken pains to 
go into this subject. I have had opin- 
ions from men who build highways and 
bridges, and I find that the bridge there 
was built something like fifly years ago. 
The bridge that is there now is made of 
huge blocks of granite nearly two feet 
cube. The archway is thirty feet wide, 
and it will bear one hundred tons of 
traffic. I understand that the gentle- 
men who want $7500 expended do not 
propose to disturb that arch, but they 
would need to disturb the other. There 
are about eight feet of wooden construc- 
tion and that was put in there some- 
thing like thirteen years ago, and it is 
absolutely unsafe and needs repairs. 
What do they propose. They came 
before us a year ago asking for $2500 
and in their best judgment that was 
ample. Now they come before us and 
tell us that it requires $7500. Why? 
Because, gentlemen, they propose to 
widen that bridge seventeen feet and 
make it of reinforced concrete. That is 
practically another bridge. Perhaps 
you paid $10 a pair for trousers, but 
suppose I say I will buy you a pair for 
$100, you will pay $50 and I will pay $50, 
won't that pair of trousers cost you $50? 
Now that is what I object to when they 
talk about building these caissons. If I 
were a carpenter today I would give my 
bond that for $600 it could be done. I 


protest when I think money is wasted, 
and they simply have laid out $250 and 
then we don’t hear any more about that 


-| bridge. 


“IT very strongly object to voting 
$4125, which would mean that there 
must be invested in real estate $185,000. 
That is the amount of taxable property 
it would take to pay for that.” 

Mr. Baldwin: “The Essex County 
Commissioners have drawn from the 
blueprints and have submitted their 
proposition. . The original proposition 
was to cost $6000. Those whom we 
asked said it could not be built for that 
money, and at that time it was some- 
thing like $8000; but if we are to do as 
the county instructs us, which is exactly 
as you recommended last year, then. we 
must follow their plans and specifica- 
tions. The reason that we have asked 
for this $7500 is due to the fact that the 
Essex County Commissioners have 
asked that the amount of 45 per cent be 
set aside, therefore we recommend that 
they set aside 45 per cent of $7500. I 
am sure that it is not going to cost $4125 
to do the work. We are not going to 
spend all this money, but it is not safe, 
in view of what we have said to the 
county engineers, that we should appro- 
priate any less. I hope the motion will 
stand.” 

Mr. Rogers: ‘‘I was a member of the 
Finance Board when that question came 
up. The Finance Committee went into 
it very carefully, and they very kindly 
agreed to that amount. Of course, the 
$4125 is simply the 55 per cent of $7500. 
You want the bridge widened as well as 
strengthened. You have got to come up 
and go into the street, and you want to 
go right ahead and make a sidewalk over 
there, and it is my advice that the sooner 
you do it, the better for all concerned in 
the matter. I strongly advise this 
motion.” 

Mr. Soehrens: ‘‘I would like to in- 
quire if the bridge will be as wide as the 
road.” 

Mr. Rogers: “Yes, seventeen feet 
wider than it is now. Yes, as wide as 
the road and sidewalk combined.” 

Voted to let the appropriation stand. 


Article 6.—To see if the town will appropriate 
a sum not exceeding $7500, to continue the ma- 
cadam on Lowell Street; the same to equal an 
amount which the State and County will severally 
appropriate, on petition of the Board. of Public 
Works.

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


Mr. Baldwin: ‘This article may not 
be wholly understood. We started this 
construction work, or the continuation 
of construction work, in 1917. There 
are five filter-beds and some other beds 
which are partly completed. The pipe 
is there, and it is simply a matter of 
putting the pipe in the ground and re- 
surfacing the bed. If it is permitted I 
should like to read a very few lines from 
this letter from the State Board of 
Health, dated January 31.. We did not 
have this information when the Finance 
Committee met, and I am sure if we had, 
the matter would have been viewed a 
little differently.” 

George C. Foster: “I had occasion to 
go to the Shawsheen River last fall, and 
I found that where the Andover sewage 
goes into the river, Lawrence has three 
sewers without any consideration what- 
ever. Why should Andover be com- 
pelled to have her sewage properly 
filtered, when Lawrence can put in hers 
without any filtration whatever? There 
is one sewer below the new bridge that 
we built there, and one sewer the Ando- 
ver side of the bridge, that has no filtra- 
tion whatsoever. They have the privi- 
lege of putting it in, while Andover has 
to have it filtered. Why is it? 

Mr. Baldwin: “I cannot exactly 
answer it. I do know that Lawrence, 
Haverhill, and North Andover all dump 
in there, but I cannot answer why they 
do it.” 

Mr. Foster: “I saw it myself, and I 
don’t see why the town of Andover 
should have to stand for this filtration 
when the others do not. I forgot to say 
that sewage from North Andover comes 
in there also. I think it is a pity.” 

Voted to appropriate $3000. 


Article 9.—To see if the town will appropriate 
$3500 to repair, drain and put in condition for 
travel the Bailey Road from the Tewksbury line 
and Pleasayt Street to the River Road, on peti- 
tion of William M. Fiint and others. 

Samuel H. Boutwell: ‘Who is re- 
sponsible for this article I do not know. 
The man whose.name is attached to this 
article says he knows nothing about it. 
It is supposed that Mr. Dodge, who is 
connected with the Hood Farm and who 
has been recently called south, had 
probably intended to be here and defend 
it. Therefore, I move that it be re- 
ferred to the Board. of Public Works. 

Voted to refer. ne . 


Article 10.—To see if the town will appropriate 
a sum not exceeding $500 to put the room adjoining 
the new Community Room in the Old Schoolhouse 
in Ballardvale and the entrance thereto in proper 
condition for occupancy, it being understood 
that the Selectmen may grant the use of this room 
to the Ballard Vale Village Improvement Society 
under such condition’ as they may approve, on 
petition of William Shaw and others. 


_ Mr. Shaw: .‘ We are not asking for a 
gift, but only that the town put part of 
its own property in such ‘condition as 
will give service to the citizens of the 


town. Last year we came before you 
and asked for an appropriation of $250 
to put an old room in the schoolhouse in 
shape for use by the Village Improve- 
ment Society, a community enterprise. 
You granted that very generously, and 
our society doubled the amount. Five 
hundred dollars were spent and we have 
a room there of which we are proud, 
The selectmen have visited it, and they 
can bear testimony. From the first it 
has been demonstrated that the quarters 
were too small for our purposes. We 
need more room and there is this adjoin- 
ing room that now is in wretched con- 
dition. The entrance is a disgrace to 
the Lown and ought to have been fixed 
years ago. We will have two rooms 
which will meet the needs of our society 
and accomplish a fine piece of citizen- 
ship work. It is the town’s property; 
it is only a question whether it is to lie 
there unused or to be put into shape so 
that it can be used for the benefit of the 
town. I move the adoption of the 
article.” 

Mr. Eames: ‘As has been stated by 
the previous speaker, the selectmen were 


fortunate in having been present at the |’ 


opening of the community room in 
Ballardvale. For one having visited the 
old room as it was originally, I was 
amazed at the wonderful improvement 
they have made there. And more than 
that, at the large number of people that 
were present. They were there from all 
parts, young and old, and I felt when 
they brought this up that I could see the 
need for it as they were crowded that 
night. I think it would be one of the 
best things we could do to grant this 
appropriation,” 

FE. Kendall Jenkins; “‘ A branch of the 
public library is there also, and when | 
was there last I said the entrance to this 
ought to be changed. It is all wrong and 
T hope this will repair it in good shape. 
I am in favor of it.” 


Voted to appropriate $500. 


Article 11.—To see if the town will appoint a 
committee to consider providing a suitable me- 
morial in honor of the men from Andover who 
have served in the recent European War; or 
take any other action regarding the same, on peti- 
ton of John N. Cole and others. 

“Mr. Cole:. ‘I desire to offer-the fol- 
lowing resolution covered by a motion. 
~ “The citizens ‘of » Afidover.. as- 
sembled in, annual town meeting 
review the past year of the town’s 
history with pride in the record of 
the sons and daughters of the town. 
This record arouses an earnest pur- 
pose to mark with grateful recogni- 
tion the deeds in the world war in 

which Andover has had a share. 

**More than six hundred sons of 

Andover have pledged their lives to 

uphold a standard of right and 

honor, carried to the world under 

American leadership. Twelve have 

paid the supreme sacrifice. . 


“Every local organization has de- 
voted its activity to the support of 
the men at the front, and broadened 
its sympathy and aid to those in 
need at home. 


“Each call of the nation has been 
heard in every American home with 
a measure of response fixed only by 
the ability to do. - 

“The town acknowledges the rare 
service, unfailing loyalty, and high 
devotion so universally shown in all 
branches of the town’s war service. 
Honored names and loyal service 
must have such recognition as will 
fittingly set before our citizens an 
enduring memorial that shall carry 
the deep significance of this great 
world struggle to not only the people 
of today but the generations to 
come. 


“Resolved, That in order that full 
consideration may be given to the 
determination of such a memorial,

Persons in 
town do not need to read the article — 
they know that no school in the country 
could be more “thoroughly American, ” 
but The Townswoman feels sure that 
many readers will enjoy what Professor 
Forbes has written. 

«To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Phillips Academy was born in 1778, 
with the blood of a new republic in its 
veins. Its founder made powder for 
Washington, and its graduates and 
present students have fought for Persh- 
ing. ‘Two years and a half ago this 
American school set its boys to train 
for the impending military call. Four- 
teen hundred of its graduates have 
gladly served in the army or navy in 
this war for democracy, about eight 
hundred of them as commissioned 
officers. Seventy of these noble sons 
have laid down their lives for what they 
were taught in their school days — 
loyalty to their country. We question 
whether any incorporated school in this 
country can surpass this record of 
military service. The Faculty of this 
school indignantly resents any impu- 
tation of weak-kneed or weak-headed 
inclination toward anarchistic or Bol- 
shevistic sentimentalism. We deplore 
the silly lapse of judgment gp the part 
of a teacher that put him in the com- 
pany of agitators in his desire to “‘in- 
vestigate’. A madder lot than the 
members of this Faculty could not be 
found when we saw the good name of 
Phillips Academy impugned in the 
press of the land. Don’t worry about 
this school; it stands aquarely for the 
Constitution and for a democracy that 
stands firmly on the original founda- 
tions of Americanism. Washington had 
no sons, but he sent his nephews to 
Andover; the trust he imposed upon us 
we have kept, and Pershing knows it.

take it up now and be men or else sus- 
pend it forever.”’ 

Moderator: ‘*We have a 
before us that it be referred.” 

Mr. Shaw: ‘‘T think it-is a little em- 
barrassing to have a question put before 
us in the way the last speaker has put it. 
We don’t want to appear to reflect in 
any way upon Mr. Daly and his sacri- 
fice, but he was one of twelve or thirteen 
of our Andover boys who made the 
supreme sacrifice. He happened to be 
the first but that was a mere chance of 
war. All the others are to be equally 
honored by us with him and I am sure 
that if he were here he would not want 
to claim any special honor because he 
happened to be the first. man to fall. 
It ought to be named in such a way that 
it would be a memorial and do honor to 
every Andover boy that died. I hope 
that the motion as referred to the com- 
mittee will pass, to honor not the one 
who died first or last, but every boy who 
was willing to die if need be for his 
country and the world.” 

Mr. ‘Traynor: ‘I don’t wish to take 
any honor from anyone, and the speaker 
has tuken me entirely wrong. I want to 
have that article go through just as it is 
in your Town Warrant and then Daly 
Memorial Park will take in all the 
eleven that followed him. There is no 
other way that is fair and square.” 

Mr, Foster: “If I remember rightly 
reading the list, three or four men went 
before Mr. Daly ever went to war. They 
fought under the Canadian flag or 
English. I don’t know just who the 
first man Lo fall was, but I do know that 
there were three or four before Mr. 
Daly. If we are going to have the park 
named after the first man, we must find 
out who was the first man to fall.” 

Mr. Traynor: “I am talking about 
the U.S. A. That is the only country I 
know.” .

Article 15.—To see if the town will accept 
Chapter 423, Acts of 1909 and amendments thereto, 
entitled: An act relative to the sale of ice cream, 
confectionery, soda water and fruit on the Lord's 
Day, on petition of Paul Simeone and others. 

Mr. Burns: ‘‘The issuing of licenses 
to selectmen is the important section as 
amended by the Acts of 1918 which this 
town is asked to aecept. It seems to me 
that the town ought to vote to accept 
this act and leave the question of issuing 
the licenses to rest with the Board of 
Selectmen. The town in past years, up 
to a year ago, had certain stores open 
for the sale of these articles, and owing 
to the failure of the town in never having 
accepted this Act of 1909, the old Blue 
Laws hive’ always been “im effect. in 
Andover. If this act is accepted by the 
town, as I hope it will be, it will give the 
selectmen the right to issue a license to 
every person upon payment of a small 
fee of five dollars, and if there is any 
objection to certain individuals having 
the licénse, it seems to me that this is 
not the place to present the objection 
put at the time when certain reputable 
persons who are engaged in this business 
come before the town fathers asking for 
such a license. It seems to me that all 
these acls which the Legislature have 
passed in these matters ought to be 
accepted by the town and I refer especial- 
ly to the next two articles. I hope that 
the town will vote to accept the pro- 
visions of this act and Tet the town 
fathers use their best judgment and 
sound discretion as to who should re- 
ceive the licenses. I therefore so move.” 

The article was adopted. 

Article 16.—To see if the town will vote to amend 
its By-Laws by inserting under Article 4 thereof, the 
following Sections to be numbered 12 and 13. 

Section 12.—The Selectmen may, as pro- 
vided by Section 29 of Chapter 102 of the 
Revised Laws of Massachusetts as amended 
by Section 18 of Chapter 291 of the General 
Acts of 1918, license suitable persons to be 
collectors of, dealers in, or keepers of shops 
for the purchase, sale, or barter of junk, old 
metals or second hand articles. 

Section 13.—A license fee of five ($5.00) 
dollars shall be charged for such license and 
paid to the Town Clerk when the applicant 
receives his license.

If you do 
put that tax on you are taking away the 
only real object that the Bay State has 
in putting their fare any higher. The 
selectmen have not done very much for 
the citizens of Andover in reducing these 
fares. The Jjitney traffic will prevail at 
the same basis as the present time.” 

Mr. Batchelder: ‘‘I hope the motion 
will prevail. I am a citizen of Andover 
and I have a great deal of regard for the 
safety of itsitizens. If there is not any 
restriction you cannot safeguard the 
lives of the people.” 

Mr. Traynor: “I cannot see where 
these licenses have saved any lives. It 
would be better for the citizens to take 
their chances just as they are. The 
officials of the town are not any too care- 
ful of the way the Bay State are taking 
care of our fares over here. If the 
selectmen would come to and see that 
we get better service from the Bay State, 
we would let the jitneys go.”
